Six To Receive 
Draft Board 
Medals Here 


Six from the Upland area who 
have served their country during 
the war through Selective Service 
were awarded a bronze medal yes- 
terday in the name cf the Congress 
of the United States. 

In ceremonies all over the na- 
tion uncompensated members of 
the Selective Service system were 
awarded these medals in appre- 
ciation of a grateful government. 

Those frem the local draft board 
receiving medals were 

Francis H. Rogers, chairman, of 
the local board; Ray R. Sherwood, 
secretary; Rcbert M. Wilson, board 
board member from Victorville; 
Edward . Gray, appeal agent; 
Richard A. Ibanez, associate appeal 
agent, and Mrs. Edith Howarton, 
of 1695 Mountain avenue, wife of 
the late Tom Howarton, the first 
chairman of the board. Mr, How- 
arton died in September, 1943. 

With the medal each member 
will receive a certificate of merit. 
The medal has a bronze finish. On 
its face is the Selective Service 
System seal and the inscription, 
“World War II.” On the reverse 
side is inscribed, “Awarded in the 
name cf the Congress of the United 
States for faithful and loyal serv- 
ice.” 

The ribbon has a central stripe 
of blue, flanked by gold with a 
blue pinpoint stripe. A ribbon bar 
and a lapel button accompany each 
medal, 

President Truman yesterday af- 
ternoon presented these medals to 
54 members of the Selective Serv- | 
ice System, representing each 
state and territory in the Union. 
The men to whom the presentation 
was made by the president were 
local beard members who have| 
served more than five years. They 
were chosen by lot in their respec- | 
tive states to represent approxi- 
mately 100,000 members of the 
Selective Service personnel.

While reports were not received 
j from every stcre in the com- 
;munity, the response was suf- 
|ficiently general to provide an 
j average of the business trend here 
|fromfrom 1944 to 1945. 

| Barly this year The News asked 
[a representative group of mer- 
| chants to report on the volume of 
business during the last six months 
| of the past two years. ‘Purpose of 
the survey was to determine how 
the trend in business volume here 
compares with the trend in other 
communities. 

Sales of independent retailers in 
California were 19 per cent higher 
for November, 1945 than for No- 
vember, 1944, according to a re- 
port from the bureau cf census, 
department of commerce, 

Dollar sales for the first 11 
months of 1945 were 10 per cent 
above last year’s volume for the 
same period, according to the fed- 
‘eral report.

The record of 1,560,000,000 hatch 

The record of 1,560,000,000 hatch- 
ed in the first eleven months of 
1945 was about 300,000,000, or 25 
per cent more than were produced 
in 1944, Turkey producticn was 
also about 20 per cent heavier last 
year. 

The Department of Agriculture 
estimates that military uses for 
both chickens and turkeys will be 
less than they were in 1945, and 
that civilian consumption will prob- 
ably not be greater than in the pas 
ably not be greater than in the past 
because more red meat in the na- 
ture of pork, beef, and lamb will 
be available. For this reason, the 
department estimates that the 
above reduction in hatch of meat 
chickens and turkeys will be in line 
with local consumption and de- 
mand.
